It is known that 
the govcmmentB both of; Italy and 
Gormauy, areiDOst anxious bver tho pros- 
pect. It was Goriiiau influenoe that with, 
held Lord Salisbury from . d|MoIviDg after 
tho Parnell scandal, when mi^y of the Eoe- 
lish Non-c(%formi8tii wero '^olined to nd 
themsfilves of all' connection .^ith the Irish 
parly, and might have - throi^'n themselves 
iiitotlin arms' ofr'the Tories., ;|Tho Powers of 
tho triple alliancQ" feared that, with Mr. 
Gladstone in power, England could 
not. be counted upc. '. to give 
tho aid of her fl' et in the 
event of a continental war, and woulil ro 
iimiu a passive factor, while tho Frcncli 
Navy swept tho Jiliditcrranoan, and now 
tho prospect of a Liberal victory, with a 
foreign policy of non-interference, ia almost 
certain. Until ilr. Gladslone ia in the 
cabinet, it is not thoii;;lit likely that Kusaia 
will takotliestepa she Is beliuved to meditate. 

GKIIMAN' KMHinAFlON-. 

A Beflin despatch to the London papers 
says that the proposed German emigration 
law,' the substance of which has just been 
given to the ; public, Is causing great con- 
sterantion' ampDg the workiug people, and 
until the Bill.beooinea a law,,thero is likely 
to bo a -.({rcat^- rush ,-Iof • emigrants, 
especially those'' anxiouei to escape 
military service, to tho United Statis. 
The German Government is willing tliut 
thon^'cdand infirm should remove to an- 
other country, and there is no intention to 
icteifere with tho uso of German porta by 
Kiiasians and other nationitiities who nro 
simply passing through the Empire. The 
Kaiser's objfction is to the loss of hia young 
and vigoioua subjects, especially of tho 
male sex, whom lie wishes to re- 
toin for army services. Tho mnjority 
of the German emigranta Iiavc heretofore 
been tlie flower of the p'ople, sofar as 
manly strength, energy an ambition are 
concern.id, while they Iiuvn also iuclii,lod a 
large proportion of the skilled tr.ulcsmon of 
the country. Tho depirlure of all these is 
to be hampered in future as much aa pos- 
sibie, and, upon tho passage of the bill, a 
vigilant watch will bo established both at 
the ports of departure and along tho French 
frontier. 

MYSTEKY OF THE nKADLE-SS CORPSE. 

Charles Van Bourg, the porter of tho 
house 27 Pvue do Clmronne, Paris, in the 
cellar of which the muiilateJ body of a 
follow porter, named Uoutry, was found on 
November -Uh last, was, to-day, convicted 
of being B(jutiy's muriU'rer, and was sen- 
tenced to penal servitude for life. The 
Boiitry murder was imo of the most sensa- 
tional allairs in the recent criminal annals 
of Paris, What was known as "tho 
mystery of tho headless corpse" bjdlcd 
tho skill of the police for several 
months. Finally, a web of circum- 
stantial evidence was ingeniously woven 
around Van Bourg, and during a private 
exanunation by M. Athult, tho magistrate, 
whose aculcncEa li.id much to do with the 
unravelling of tho Tyraud GoufTe mystery. 
Van Bourg broke down and confessed the 
crime. His relation of the circumstances 
attending tho murder tallied in nearly all 
respects with the theory already constructed 
by the detectives. The trial, which was 
brief, attracted crowds of sensation lovers. 
Tlie scntenoo is tho most severe .that could 
be imposed, in view of tho fact that no 
direct proof of the murder was available, 
the conviction being based on the admission 
of the accused.

Prince Alexander of Batteiiberg, now 
more generally known as Count llartenu, 
has made formal application to tho Em- 
peror of Austri i for perinissiou to accept 
the pension of 50,000 francs a year, recently 
voted him by tho Sobrango of Bulgaria. As 
the Prince holds the commission of Colonel 
in tho Austro-Hungaiiun army, ho cannot 
accept a gift from a foreign state without 
first obtaining leave from hia Iloyal 
niimter, Francis Joseph. Tho giving 
of tho pension waa an act of pure grace and 
giaiitiiile on the part of tho Bulgarian Gov- 
erimicnt. It wxa arranged by Prince Ferdi- 
nand and M> StunibonlofF, and the Sobrango 
voted it by acclamation. Apart from the 
viiluo rf this fine tribute, wjnch the people 
of liulg'iria have thus paid to tho htro of 
yiivnitzi, there is no doubt that tlto pen- 
sion will bo tx material boon to the prinoi', 
for his means are rather limited for one in 
his position.

the residents. Tho ij;ain city strpeta are 
kept pretty well cleared, but no attempt is 
made to remove tho snow in the lessor 
streets and suburbs, and busses and tram- 
cars are much delayed. 

A REMAnKAIlLK SCUKE IS THE FRENOII 
CIlAMllKU. 

M. lAilliercs, the Minister of Public 
Woiks, ia looked upon with coldness by his 
colleagues, as the primiiry cause of the late 
crisis by hia aggressive attitude toward the 
clergy, and the supporters of the Govern- 
ment join in condemning hia policy, aa ren- 
dering tho cataatropho of yeaterday in- 
evitable. After the defeat of tho Ministry 
there waa a remarkable scene in the Cham- 
ber. At first tho majority were aa Ibundcr- 
slruck aa tho minority. They had hardly 
expected to overthrow tho ministry by such 
an extraordinary vote. Then tho followera 
of tho old regime, who had sat in calm 
hauteur day after day, w.itching the onward 
sweep of tho current beyond their control, 
suddenly awoko to a sense of tho result. 
They threw aside dignity and began em- 
bracing, fomo oven kissing each other. 
Stately nobles from remote parts of France, 
who are loyal to the idea that the church 
and royal house are born in the people, 
forgot their reserve and danced about 
like dervishes in-their delight at the efeat 
of the Ministry. The minorjty, on the 
other hand, was at first dumbfounded and 
then frantic, and answered the shouts of 
joy with yells and execrations. Tho pru- 
dence of the Ministry in promptly retiring 
without' theatricals, prevented serious dis- 
order. The prevailing opinion is that there 
will bo a dissolution of the Chambers, unless 
tho Ministry, which has just resigned, is 
patched up.. 

LADV MURDEUEIl MONTAdl'K. 

There was an angry crowd around tho 
court house in Coleraine to-day, when Lady 
Mot^tague was on trial; and as sho was 
being taken from tho court after conviction, 
tho constables had hard work to pro- 
tect tho child killer from (he fury 
of tho mob. Tho carriage containing 
the prisoner M-as followed for some distance 
by a lurgo body of men and Honien, who 
shouted bitter denunciations and vile epi- 
thets at her Udyship. Some stones were 
thrown at the carriage, but tho occupants 
escaped injury. 

eiiuAP .iiiwisii r.Aiiou. 

The "Jewish Trade Unionists," a paper 
circulating among Hebrew workers in the 
Ivist End of London, states on what it al- 
leges to bo reliable authority that Govern- 
ment contracts have been given to Jewish 
tailors who have sub-let them, paying men 
with largo familiea two, three and Dve 
shilliiiga per week, in defiance of 
the fair wages law. Tho paper 
denounces this state of alFairs, and says 
tho fact that the ofTeiidera are people of 
their own raco will not prevent the Jews 
from calling them to account. The mutter 
will be made the subject of an interpellation 
in the House of Commons. . 

INCREASED PROBATE BUSINESS. 

The business in the registrar of wills office 
for the financial year just closed is tho 
largest on record. Tho present average 
weekly number of wills proved-i ls 1,000. 
The increased business ia attributed to the 
mortality from influenza. 

eCANDAI-OtrS FAVOKITISM. 

Lieut. BartiniefT, of Warsaw, who was 
sentenced in ISOO to eight years imprison- 
ment for killing the actress Visnovaka has 
had his sentence commuted to disciplinary 
service with a battalion on the Asiatic fron- 
tier. Tho favoritism shown this ofTicer ia 
regarded in Warsaw as scandalous. 

ARKKST Of ANARCIII.ST.S. 

Six persons charged with disseminating 
Anarchistic ideas have been arrested at 
Aix la Chapello, and an immense ([uantity 
of the moat incendiary literature haa been 
captured with tliom. Tho Gorman police, 
who have of late heed particularly hot in 
their pursuit of such gentry, think they 
have unearthed one of th^ chief headquar- 
ters of the party of disorder and violence.

VANCOUVER'S TEAGEDY. 



Fiudinpr of W- G- Colqiilioun, Who is 
Supposed to Have Been 
•Murdered. 

Tlie Dead Man's Antecedents -A Traiu 
ot Cireamstauces Which May Have 
an Important Bearluff.

Vancouver, B. C, February 20. 

Tho Coix)sisT reported in its colnmnB' 
aomo time ago that W. G. Colquhoun was 
missing from tho Richmond hotel. To-day,, 
at 2 o'clock, tho dead body of Colquhoan 
was found under Palmer's whatf, off Dupont 
street, in an advanced atato of decompoai- 
tion. Tho murks ou the body point strongly 
to n.nrder. The base of tho skull was 
cru?lHd in, apparently by some blunt in- 
strument. There were deep gaahea on the 
chin and right cheek. Coroner McGuigan 
ordered the removal of the body to the- 
morgue. The body was identified by let- 
tera, watch, etc. The Colonist represen- 
tative visited the wharf immediately 
after the body had been removed,, 
and learned the following particulars' 
from au eye-witness: The feet of the corpse 
were noticed first by John Vuslo, who 
was working on tho adjaceut wharf. The- 
body lay on its face, some distance inside, 
the piles on the wharf, in such a position as 
to lead to the belief that it hud been deliber- 
ately placed there.

Mr. Wilmot road un article from this 
morning's CoLo:;iiT, touching tho olfal, and, 
in reply, Mr. Munn said ho would be very 
glad if the gentleman mentioned therein 
would interest himself in the I'Vuaer River 
Hilling buaineaa and bring out eomo capital.

wAys, urid many amusing stories are told 
•f hiui by his acquain'afices. ,One of his 
freaks some time ago was in painting his 
house. Ho changed the colors oh it three 
or four times a year. Sometimes even 
boforo the jjiiiiit was dry ho would order 
it piiinted ii dillbroiit stylo. Once it 
would look like a biirber's polo. Three 
months after it would resemblo a hearso. 

Whon ho first went on the Fieo Press, 
over twenty years ago, ho was criminal 
reporter. i'.JB.o-novSfi! was'a success as a 
reporter, as ho was always getting niimes, 
dates, ydiices nnd facts nil wrong, and no 
dcpondeiiie conld be pjt in him. One 
evening, while Qii id and iin(Alier reporter 
were at tho polieo staiion, a patrolman 
oamo in and enniinenced to give an ac- 
count of some allair that had Just happun- 
od. While tho other reporter was mak- 
ing notes, Q'^ad loaned back in a listless 
sort of way and listened.

In 
the o iior end of iho building, separated 
from tho lirohy a two foot wall, woro siiv- 
eral barrels of flour. Qu id got an ax, 
broke the d or in and einuiiieiiced to roll 
tho barrels out into tlio muddy SLreot.

THE COOK CASE pi*H[S'SEb 

The Tn-o 0baire<»!AgW,n4t lilin DKilir.a hj 
UaglBtratu Bely o N't to UaTS 

Beeu Pi ovecl. 

Yesterday morning, tho case of George J- 
Cook again occupied tho lime of the Police 
Court, an adjoururaent. having beeu made 
from tho day before, to allow tho prosccn- 
lion an opportunity of producing further 
evidf 11C8 111 support of iho churf;es. Mr, 
H. K. Field, cnntlnuing his evidence, testi- 
Qcd that he had been to the Lund Registry 
ollicc, and had ohtuinsd ii ciertifiuate from 
tho Pki'gistrar, which showed that R. J. 
Cluiatio was Iho registered owner of the lot 
wliieh Cook agreed lo convey to Roed, on 
the piiytncut of 5500 at the time the agree- 
ment wiia made, when Reed paid $.300 in. 
part jiayment fur tho lot. Cook hud, sub- 
sequently given a oonvcyanoe of tho pro- 
perly to uiiolluir party as colluteral sueurity. 
Cook had made tlin applieallon for regis- 
tration of the h)t, but iiad withdrawn ii., 
b oiusc he feared judgiiient would ha tn- 
terid ag'iiiist it. 

Mr. h\ G. Walker, after revie\rinf! the 
f:ic'.b of the case on behalf of Cook, usked 
timt it be dismissed. Tlii ro had been no 
evider.ee to prove (hat the 5500 hud been 
fraudulently obtuiiitd, notwithstanding the 
impro|jor di.'^positinii that might afterwards 
have Ijecii iiiiido of the lot. 

Jilr. Pryor, from Messrs. E'lcrts Taylor, 
pressed for a e mvictidu in the case. Ha 
Bubmitttd to the comt that the prisoner 
had made misreprestntntions by claiiniug 
that ho was in u position to (jivo a con- 
veynree which lie was not cntiiled to do. 
If, however, he had been in such a porition 
his subdcciueat actions would have taken, 
tho right away from him, 

llr, Belyea, after a few minutes consider- 
ation, said that the agreiment produced in 
the case was - utterly valueless, being like 
much more of the paper floating around the 
city — not worth the material it wai written 
on. He did not.thiuk that the case for the 
proEccalibn. hadr.heen proved, although the 
prisoner 'had'',undoubtcdly been guilty of a 
civil wrong.' He had nothing lo say iu. 
fiivpribf tbe prieouer, whose actions through- 
out had been deceptive and fradulent; hut 
the cuse had not been.proved^ against him, 
and he would therefore '.'disiniiis it. He 
stiiingly udvisod Mr, Walker to have his 
elifiit straighten tho matter up. 

With regard to tho second cliargc ajjainat 
Cook, that of fraudulently making a lalo of 
the lot, kiiowint; of llio (■xi^tcnoe of a prior 
mortgage, Mr. ISulyea said that section <Xi of 
the Laicoiiy Aut, uuder which it was laid,, 
was in for.;e in none of tho ctlier provineea 
of the Dominion hut that uf Q'lebec. Ho 
would therefore have to dismiss tho eoooml 
charge, too.

Th'.'y indnciid hin?, a coii])!e of 
years ago, to dispcisu of his f,;ini, fur which, 
a re idy [jurchas'a- wa? found in the p('r.'.nii 
of .Mr. W-iicli, at a lii.;me s dd to he .?(J,'20(). 
Prom this aiiiijuiit a iinirtgagu of .?SO0, held 
by the late Lawyer Heit, was deducted, 
and the remainder of tlu; money was in- 
veolcd in the Giircsclie lJrceii Bank. Ben- 
nett eoiitiiiiied to live in S:ianieh, hut the 
barn on the farm liaviiig been mysteriously 
buna d down, he was ordered to leave tho 
p!iio(! by Mr. Viiteh. His movements, sub- 
!;( ijurntly, heeiim:! my.stcriuiM, if not tus- 
picieai-!, and his friends bail him 
luilgcd in 1 lie proviuciul jjil for eafedteop- 
ing. While thiu confined, they iu- 
tercBtod themselves in his uflairs, and 
found that his account with tho bank had 
been withdrawn. Mr. Willis IJimd, of 
Johnson strcut, an old frirud of Peunett'B, 
waa inuteel to take him out of jail, us there 
was nn ground on which ho could bo reason- 
ably duiaincd there, he having repeatedly 
citiiined his liberiy. Mr. Bond complied, 
and found tbat; Bennett was. incoherent in 
his stalemeiils, but an cxifminaiion of tho 
inin's papers discovered that a sum of 
Sfl,2i)0 had been taken from iho bank and 
handed over to a geatloinan, whoso name it 
is not necessary to mention, for investment.

PROCLAMA- 



The publication of the usual proclamation 
by tho President of tho United States rela- 
tive to the killing of seals and other fur- 
bearing animals within tho limits of Alaska 
Territory, and the waters thcrci'f, need not 
give luiyone tlio slighust uncauncHS. No 
one in British Columbia or in any other 
"part of Her MajestyV'dominions wants to 
.kill eeala or any other animals on Alaska 
Territory or in the waters thereof. They 
ohberfully rcoogniza tho exclusive right of 
American citizens to hunt on that territory 
and to fish niid kill scala in thoac waters. 
Tlio rights of the United .States in Alaska 
and its waters would bo respected by iirit- 
ish subjects if tho Prcsidenb liad never 
thought of issuing a proolttmation. How is 
it, wo wonder, that ' the President of tho 
United States does not think it worth his 
while to iesue a proclamation warning 
•foroigners not to trcBpaas on the riglits of 
the Great Republic in the territory and 
waters of Califoruia or Florida, or Massa- 
chusetts . > or ' Maine; or '. any of . the other 
seaboard States of the' ITnion, for American 
citizens have as many and ps cxtcnsivo 
righl.-i on tho territory and in tho waters of 
those states as they have on and in 
those of Alaska. If the President 
had issued u prouloniation warning foreign 
hunters and fijhernion not to hunt seals uud 
other fur- bearing animals in waters ontnide 
tho territory of tlio United StatoH, then 
thcro would be soniu reason to take excep- 
tion to his arrogating toliimsolf pou-cra that 
arc exercised by no other potentate in tho 
wido world. Tlic high sous, or tho ocean, a 
marine league frop tho aliore, is recognized 
a? tho highway of nations, the common pro- 
perty of mankind, over which no nation, let 
it bo ever so powerful, claims to oxerciso 
«xclu8i\'e jurisdiction. That part of the 
P.ioific Ocean, which peoplo linvo aoen fit to 
•call Behring Sea, is no e.\:ception to the 
rule, Rnd conecqueutly tho President in hi.i 
proclamation cannot bo so unreasonuhlo na 
to claim to exorcise ji sovereignty over

diate movement to supply superior col- 
legiate education in our midst. 

It seems strange that while Anieriuan 
towns in our vicinity arc supplied with 
properly endowed colleges, almost before 
they indulge in such luxuries as trams, fancy 
parks, etc., Victoria, chough senior to many, 
of these places in age, is far behind them in 
educational progrcssivoncss. Her great 
beauty- -blessed with a magnificent climate 
which is une.\oclled, and scarcely equalled 
in any other part of tho world; scenery of 
snow clad peaks, of woodland and water 
which makes her the cynosure of every eye, 
the centra of Provincial wealth and society, 
the "land of promise" for both mechanic 
and laborer, tlie Mecca of tho artiat and the 
Capital of British Cjlunibia — with no facil 
ities for imparting the higher .education to 
our own youthj or' affording the least en 
couriigement to attract desirablo settlors 
from abroad for such a purpose ! ! ! Wo 
hivo an excellent common school system 
moat liberally adapted to tlio necessities of 
tho Province geneially, and, in the city, 
there hav^e been at various periods, small 
private schools which, for tho moat part, 
havo begun and ciuled in diilicultieH, and 
yet wo have allowed often recurring cycles 
to fasten upon us tho stain of apathy and 
indifl'ert nee so fur as the establishment of a 
well furnished uud thoroughly tffioient col- 
lege is concerned. AVe aro not among those 
who think the Provinse should do much 
more than provide "a .common 'sehooL edu- 
cation, bul; the Govnrnment would vastly 
promote and perfect the hiincfits of thia sys- 
tem, give subjtantial cnoourageiiient to im- 
niigiation, and foster contontmont and hap- 
pinesa of ihe peoplo by creating 
a nucleus, now, for ' establishing an 
univeraqlyj examining ib'qard such as 
we believe, ia contemplated by the 'Senate 
of the University, and it, surely, would not 
even by sotting aside lands, at present, per- 
haps, cf little value, but which, when the 
proper time arrives for forming a good 
teaching staff, would, with tho private en- 
dowments of onr wealthy and patriotically 
disposed citizen's, place the aohome' beyond 
poradvcnture. It ia, however, for the city 
to tako imnudiato and cfl'uctivc r.tcps to- 
wards the creation of a ".veil furnished and 
iiiodern local iniivcrsily college, which shall 
possess a first cl.isj professional stiff, 
c quipped with the ' latest scimtific and 
chemical apparatus, housed in an edifice of 
which we may feel a pride, and presided 
over by an educationist capable of directing 
its destiny to urj<iulificd success, Why will 
not a few of our foremost citizens, who.se 
wealth, iniluence, or knowledge of such mat- 
ters justify them, in initiating the ' move- 
ment, take this matter up vigorously and 
ask for an Act of Incorporation while the 
present Legislature is in session '; Cnnaider- 
ing the (jueHtion with the moat sordid view, 
we opine sucli an institution would a better 
and certainly a more satisfactory investment 
than many of tho schemes presented to ' our 
small and large capitalists. We believe tho 
net profits derived, last year, from Upper 
Canada College, Toronto, aggregated many 
thouaund dollars; though that 
stitution posaeasea a large ataff of 
teachers, with exceptionally low fees 
such gratifying resulta are more easily at- 
tainable here, if a practicable elTort were 
made to secure them, Victoria should con- 
tribute d conditional 'and liberal subsidy, if 
the proper piu licn coino forward, to make 
an energetic move, and the quickly follow- 
ing beneficial results of retaining our youth 
and the largo eunia involved in their niain- 
tonance eltowhero, as well as tho encourage- 
ment to many. to come.to us who are noM 
deterred by the absence of goocl ediiqational 
facilities, will ha vostly inorb ' pleasln{; for 
contumplatioa to tho taxpayer,- than reflec- 
tion upon the largo sums involved in pre- 
mature and unremunerativo undertakings. 
We are glad to note that our oaterprising 
and ambitious sister, Vancouver, has al; 
ready moved in this matter, and notion has 
been given of application for an act of in- 
corporation for Whelliani College, for which 
it is proposed to purchase a site, and erect 
thereon a suitable cdilico. Wo do not envy 
our young neighbor, but in respect of tho 
project we are now discussiug, Victoria may 
well emulate her oxomplo, and no longer 
delay tho inauguration of a college hero, 
which is a nccoaaary cope stone to her 
superior attractiveness as a social and rcsi-. 
dontial centre.

MRS: WARDS LAST BOOK. 

Any book written Ijy the author of 
Robert Elsmore, will bo read with interest. 
Mrs. Humphrey . AVard does not write 
meroly'to" dmnsB her - readers, and many, 
we fear will say that sho does not write to 
instruct them. Tho way in which slie treats 
religious subjects, ia to nniny, the reverse of 
edifying, and it scorns th'.it she cannot write 
without dealing largely with religion. It 
cannot be denied, however, that har writ- 
ings aro interesting, ami that she sets those 
of her readers who havo any capacity for 
thought, thinking. "Tho History of David 
Griove," is not exactly a ))lea3aiit book to 
■read,t.-;The views of life which the author 
lakes are not - cheering and, though sho ia 
not defioieut in humor, ber humor is not of 
the sort that' provokes laughter.' She de- 
picts tho life of even tho humblest of her 
characters, a.-i full of trials and struggles, 
both from within and from without. This 
may be true to life^ but it does not contribute 
to pmusement. ' - , ' ■ 

David 'Urleve and his sisfer, Louie, are 
orphans nHio are bronsht tip' on a farm by a 
pioua and unworldly uncle, and a stern 
and worldly aunt. Tho boy is a 
clover, lively, hundsamo lad, the girl 
turns out to be good-looking enough, but is 
of the earth earthy. Both of them receive 
what'is called a religious training, and at- 
tend the means of grace; but, in spite of all 
home influences, they grow up a pair of 
pagans. It ia aurprising to ace how chil- 
dren, brought up in what would bo con- 
sidered a Christian houacholj|3, could be so 
destitute of what is generally supposed to 
be religion. David ran; away,^from home 
when he waa ahoat fourteen years old, and 
found hia way to Manchester. There, al- 
though he was employed by a rigidly re- 
ligious bookseller, he became an openly 
avowed infidel. It doea not appear that 
any effort was made to put him on the 
rightpath, or to keep him there. He had 
among his friends d dissenting clergyman, 
of a philosophical turn of mind, whoeef'pure 
life, devoted to the good of others, and 
pleasant convers.ition, may have had on in- 
fluence for good, over him; and ho also 
made tho acquaintance of Dora Lomox, u 
High Cburpb devotee, who was shocked 
and hurt at hia unbelief, but who was too 
modest and too difliilont to attempt to put 
him right in matters of faith. This Dora ia 
a moat attractive character, and shows that 
.Mrs. Ward has a high appreciation of 
those wh03o religion takes tho form 
of instinctive and ■ unquestioning faith, 
untiring devotion, and constant and 
unconscious self-sacrifice. This is Dora'a 
concoption of religion. " Religion," she 
said in one of her conversations with David, 
" isn't like any tiling else. It,'a liy growing 
up into it — by thinking about it — and doing 
what the Church tells yon, you come to know 
it's true." The character cf Dord is drawn 
witli a loving hand. Sho is evidently a fav- 
orite with the autlior. 

D.ivid (jrii;ve la 30 busy educitiiig liini- 
solf and afterwards with pushing hia busi- 
ness that he has no timo to think of religtou 
except to scoff ' and to jeer at it. . While 
scarcely out of his teens he pays a busiuess 
visit to Paris, taking with him hia sister 
Louie, who is very dillioult to manage. 
There they associate chilly with artists. It 
is soon aeon that tho moralily of Gbrialian- 
ity has no firmer hold of cither David or 
his sister than its speculative truths. Thoy 
are exposed to the seductive temptations of 
that gay city and they, hardly without a 
struggle, fall. David visits some of the 
haunts of the Bohemian set with whom he 
associated and waa disguated with the 
sbumless and boastful wickedness which he 
witnessed, but this, rather because it of- 
fended his taste than shocked his moral 
sense. Divid descended into the deptiia in 
Paris and suOfored agonies. After a com- 
paratively .short stay there be returned home 
to his book-atore an altered man, leaving 
his tiister behind him. The rest 
of tho atory ia principally the liis- 
tory of tho growth of David's 
mind and moral nature. He marriea a girl 
who is somewlmt silly but is devotedly at- 
tached to him, tut ho does not appear at any 
timo to ho remarkably happy. He lives 
a useful life, ho iii addicted to no vice, and 
he prospers in Inisiiicss. Ho even becomes 
religious after a fashion. His creed ia in- 
deed indefinite. There aro no certainties in 
it nor any beliefs that wo can see. Thia ia 
how he himaelf ia made to express tho cou- 
chiaioua at which ho arrives. "And 7ic>(U it 
is daylight plain to me that in the simplest 
act of aclf-surrciulcr there is the germ of all 
faith, tho essence of all lasting religion. 
Quicken human , service, purify and 
strengthen human love, and have no fear 
but the conscience will find ita Ood. For 
all the time thia quickening and thia purili- 
c I lion are His work in thee." 

This aecuis to point to a religion of action 
without faith and almost without hope. 
Would this religion of ' W()rk without faith 
1)0 any better foc^' mankind, would it bo 
more consoling and more hopeful than that 
religion, oondomnod so long ago, of faith 
without work? David Orievc^'a creed, if it 
can bo culled a creed, may have been of 
some uso to him, but wo uro afraid that or- 
dinary mortaU will find it most unsatisfac- 
tory. 

We tind that a paragraph published in 
our issue of tho 7th,inst., relating to "a col- 
ored gentleman recently married at Wel- 
lington," contains statements that are 
wholly untrue. Wo very much regret that 
the Colonist was made the means of 
spreading a report injurious to that goutle- 
nian'd bride. Wo were grossly misinformed 
respecting that matter, and will be careful 
in- future how wa accept as true, any in- 
formatiou coming from the source whence 
tho untruthful statements were derived.

' It will bo remembered, that in tlio Speech 
from the Throne, at tho opening of the 
present seasion of tho Provincial Lcgiala 
turc, there was a clauso to the effect that 
certain proposals for the cstabliahmont of 
Crofter aetdementa at various points along 
the seaboard, with a view fo tKo develop- 
ment of the deep sea fiaheriea, wotild ha 
laid before the House for consideration. 
Thia particular clauso of the Speech at- 
tracted some attentlpn at the time, und 
many were tho cnquirios and surmises as to 
what tho exact nature of tho proposals 
would be. But no very definite informn- 
tiou about tho matter has, so far, leaked 
out. 

There is reason to believe, however, that 
in o very short time the Govern- 
ment measure, dealing with this mitter, 
will be brought down, and, while it is im- 
possible at the present time to ascertain 
whatare the details of the proposals, it is 
understood that tho measure will be c'dm- 
pleto and coinprclionaive. The indications 
are that the two-fold scheme proposed will 
embody tho details of a plan to bring out to 
the Province the Crofters witli their fami- 
lies from Scotland, and simultaneously with 
this movement, to put into operation the vast 
machinery of an oxtcnsive commerciftl or- 
ganization. Of dourso, in connection with 
tho carrying out of thia plan, there is an 
enormous amount of work to be done, which 
ia yot, in its practical detail, embryonic, 
and of which, couaequerifly, no further in- 
formation can bo had. Yet sutGoient is 
known to give tho public a general idea of 
whit it ia proposed to do. 

kjo far as the mere matter of bringing tho 
Crofters out ia concerned, it has been for 
some timo known that tho Imperial Goveni- 
meut has decided to aiil the project by loan- 
ing tho province of British Columbia the 
sum of i 1 50,000 for 30 yoirs, at three per 
cent, iiitereat, tliia money to bo spent en- 
tirely iu the transfer aiid iiistallalion of the 
Croltcfs, and under tho supervision of the 
I'roviucial Government. Thia, then, being 
kiioivii, it will bo seen that it will ho merely 
a matter of detail arrangement to provide 
for bringing out tho fainiliea, and, as of 
course, the success of thtj project will, to a 
greater or less extent, depend upon the suo- 
oesB of tho first batch of Crofter emigrants, 
it will be neoessaty to see that no stone is 
lelt unturned to ensure thia object. ]5ut, 
suppo.sc the Crofters, say to tho immher of 
50, with Llieir families, uro brought out, 
what are they then to do ? . And this is 
where the more important portion of the 
sche'ine comes in. As it is tinderstood, un 
Knglish company is in course of organisa- 
tion, with a eipital of a million sterling, for 
the purpoae of purchasing the fish from the 
boats of tho Crofters as soon as caught, and 
transporting them through a cold storage 
system on steamers and cars to every im- 
portant market on tho continent. In ad- 
dition to this it ia understood tho conipiuy 
will bo prepared to euro fish by a v;irioiy ot 
processea, extract fish oils and iiianufiioture 
fertilizor.s, etc., from tho oiFal. So that 
all kinds of fish pn.curable will lie utiliznt, 
iiiid there .'ihall bj no waste. Tho reader 
will at once perceive how these two 
hranchca of the achoiut; will work into eaeh 
other, and the whole tend to the iltvelop- 
mcnt of tho deep a(-a fisheries of the Prov- 
ince, thus cstabiisbiug a new induatry, the 
pr)s.sibilitiea of which are as boundlets as 
"our great sea farm." 

"The Crofter scheme" lia«, for four or five 
years, been looming up in the liii/.y dis- 
tance, tho Government, ou ita pirt, 
heail-iting to bring out and jilaoe 
ujion tho .sea coast a comnnmily of 
Crofter fishermen in the uhs-nee of reliable 
facilities for marketing tho fish these 
settlers might catch. Tho problem has now 
been finally solved by tho organizjition of 
tho commercial part of thia scheme. Homes 
will bo provided for tho fishiTinen, and 
everything will be ready for their reception 
on their arrival ; the commercial coirpany 
will provide them with fishing boats and 
appliances, and will be prepared with their 
steamers to take .their first catuh nf fiiih 
away to the markets, so that theCrofiera 
will not need to be idle for a 
single day after their arrival. Of course it 
has always been understood, and is a vital 
condition, that the Croftera to bs brought 
out will he nio-.t carefully selected under 
the atriet ami ellicieiit fiuoiirvision of hoih 
the Provincial Oovurnuienl and coumierci d 
company. It ia impossible at thu present 
tinie'to indicate the scheme more definitely, 
Init it is one of the most important that baa 
ever been tubniitted for the consideration 
of the L'.'giakiture. Tho publio will doubt- 
less look vvith great anxiety for fuller iu- 
formation.

The report of Chief Mate Charlea Peters 
was rcceivcil by mail, yo;.lerd.iy, by the 
ovvnrra. It reads as follows : — 

" It ia a painful duty I have to perform 
in comiiiunlcating to you the details of the 
sad accident which betel Captain Gault and 
a bolt's crew. 

" On tho 1-1 th of February, Waller 
Payne, with a lioat'a crew, deserted the 
schooner while (iut hunting, about 12 miles 
to tlie northward of Fouhveuther lighthouse. 
The day was clear, bright and calm ; all 
the othir bouts returned iu good time. On 
the following day Capt. Oaiilt sent'me with 
a boat's crew iu search of Pavoe, iu toward 
the lighthouse and Yuquina Bay, but with- 
out success. The captain informed' the 
authorities at Newport, this is the nearust 
soitleni'-nt and town, about Payne, tho 
boat ar.d the guns, in a letter, which ' I de- 
livered. Reports about the -■settlements on 
the coast hero led Captain Gault and my- 
self to tlie belief th.il ho hid laMde<l at-^ouio 
of the inlets iiorihwii: d of us, so the captain 
atnrted himself, this morning, (the Kith), it 
hcing-einite c.ihn, aloni' tho coast in a boat, 
wliicli coiitaiiied, bcsitlea himself, the fol- 
lowing men : Fred. Whiltiiighani, John 
McDonald, Gus. Lome, Riilpli Sterratt, all 
hunters, und able scam m Hd. Lack. 

" Before leaving he directed me to stand 
ofl' on the shore and try to make a iiorlli- 
eaaterly course in case J should have some 
wind during tho day. Tho boat left tho 
ship at 10 u.m., and in about two hours waa 
lost sight of from aboard. A breeze 
sprang.upat hMOp.m. from the north, and 
I stood iu shore as close as I dared, 
to go, keeping a good lookout for the boat, 
but without success. I stood out to sea 
just ut dusk, and hove to shortly after- 
wards. I set all necessary lights, and fired 
tho signal gun at short intervals. ' The 
wind died out again, and I kepb - the - -whole 
crety on the lookout. At9p,m: we 'heard 
u cry for help, in towards shore, , and I 6ent 
a boat in the direction of' the sound. This 
boat soon found Ralph Storratt, floating 
about on the bottom of the captain's boat. 
Tho crow took him off, and, as they were 
not able to right tho drifting boat, they 
brought this man aboard, where he related 
the following : 

" 'In trying to make a landing through 
the surf, which ia running high here on 
thia beach, tlie boat capai/.-d, and all were 
drowned except myaelf. I saved myself by 
cliiigingtntliebo.it. Captuin Oault, (Jus 
IjOuio and ICd. Lack woro washed otl' tho 
bottom of the boat nhortly after oipslzing. 
McDonald and Whittinglium were drowned 
in trying to swim aahoro.' " 

" L'liie is tlio sad atory I luivo to relate. 
Olio gun and ono rillo were lost in the boat. 
The boat itself I have not boon ablo to find 
again. All tho pcrsomd property of tho 
deceased men will be takdn care of and 
handed over to you in proper time. 

Fib. 17. — "Weather ueing calm and 
deeming it necessary to inform you aud tho 
nearest authorities I engaged tho tng Reso- 
lute to tow tno into Yaquina Bay across tho 
bar, und I anchored here at 2 p.m., and

Also three guns and 
one rifle. Oars and sails 'and all boat gear 
were lost also. It is my, intention to send 
out Hunter Campbell with three men to- 
morrow morning w.ith a guide search for 
the bodies in the neigliborhood' of where 
tho accident happened; in regard' to the 
burial, in case of finding the'jn, l!* await 
your instructions ; also, what to do and 
where to go >vith the schooner. I am no 
perfect navigator, .nid you can guide your- 
self by this inforriiation. , The custom's 
officials show great sympathy and seem 
very willing to render all asaistanco re- 
quired. Hoping that my next letter may 
bring you more cheerful news."

The chapter 21, speaking also on 
the 201 11 April, 1SI>I, but without noticing 
anything that inuy bo directed hy the 



municipality in tho meantime, saya that 
after the 1st January, 1802, saloons shall 
bo closed from 11 p.m., on Sunday, to 1 a. 
m., on Monday, besides ri'.jh other days, or 
between such other hours, as any by-law 
may direct, It is true, this enactment re- 
stricts tho power which tho municipilily 
possessed, between the 20th April and the 
.'list Deeouiber, 1891, of closing saloons for 
such yieriod as they thought proper, less than 
tho whole of Sunday. They cannot now make 
a by-law empowering saloons to bo open at 
any time on Sundavs. l!ut this is no iii- 
nonsiatcnoy. Tho gifc of tho [lowi r to maisu 
by-laws is to make legal by-laws : i.e.., such 
us shall not cnnlr.ulict any prc^icnt or 
future Act of Parliament, or the common 
law, or the prerogative. And when tho 
gift was, on the 2l)tli April, made by chap- 
ter 2!), all municipalities had full notice of 
tlio co-existini,' Act, chapter 21, wliieli 
would, after the Is-t daiiiiary, limit their 
otherwise unoimlrollcd discretion. I think, 
tlieroforo, that there is nothing either on 
principle or authority, to sustain tho appeal, 
and it should bo dismissed «ith costs. 

Mr. Justice Drake concurred, and for tin 
reasons given above, expressing as his opinion 
that thu whole question being one of police 
regulation merely, was in no way an inter- 
ference with the regulating trade and com- 
merce as given to the Dominion Legislature 
by scotioi 02 sub-section 2, of tho B.N. 
A. Act.

The most Viludde feature of tha 
now installation is the plentiful use of fuses, 
tho lightj being arranged in groups 
of six, each group being ])ro- 
tected hy a special fuse, tho idea 
being thiit should an accident occur lo 
any one of tho wires tho fuse will burn out 
and it will bo possible to immediately locate 
thn trouble. There aro 72 of theso fuses in 
diflcrent parts of tho building. The whole 
of the wires put in are E. M. W. brand, tho 
most perfectly insulated article madt', and 
some idea of the extent ot the j jb can bo 
hod from Iho f.ict that when tha work is 
completeit there will be over three miles of 
this wire iu position. Electricity is a splen- 
did servant but a tyraniusl muster, and it is 
only by having such precautions taken and 
perfect work dono, as lias been above indi- 
oatod, that, the mast praotieal use can bj 
made of it with the least possible danger.

IRISH LOCAL ^ GOVERNMENT/ 

The Bill li UompromlBo and an Vnsatltfactory 
One— Opinions Divided on I(. 

London, Feb. 18.— It is freely stated that 
the Irish local government bill ns pre- 
sented in the Commons last evening is the 
result of many stormy meetings of the 
Cabinet, and that Balfour was more than 
onoo overruled. Even the Standard ad- 
mits that . by anying that the bill is the 
result of a compromise,. and its reception, ns 
in case of all compromises, has not ^been -as 
aatisfaotory aa ita promoters could ■. - desire.. 
Whatever may bo tho face of the bill; there 
ia no chance of appeal to tho country,on the 
measure, but everything indicates that the 
Government ia riding fora-full, and that the 
dissolution of parliament will como when 
Icaai expected. 

Defeat on somoside issuo would enable the 
Government to appeal to tho country with- 
out appearing to iiavo unduly precipitated 
dissolution in order to nogleot pledges still 
unrealized, and at the same time the Gov- 
crnmenb would avoid alienating friends 
who object to some projected measure. 
Tho tliin ico over which the Govornniiiit 
is skating was indicated by the vote in the 
Commons, to-night, when u resolution ex- 
prcsiing regret at tho appointment of a 
Welsh justice who is ignorant of the Welali 
language was rej. cled by a majority of only 
23. 'I'lio prospect fur a chance of defeat 
does not conduce to tho huppinesa of the 
Government. Nearly CO Coiiservutivo mem- 
bers aro notoriously unreliable, while OO 
others disapprove tho Governniout'tj Irish 
policy, and will probably absent tlicmaelvea 
fiom a erilical division. Irish National 
papers aro also divided in regard to it.

SIR WILLIAM THOMSON. 

Ills Inventions Known and Used all Over the 
Clvlllz.'il Worlil. 

If ever a pceragj ia tho fit reward for 
scientitic eminence, saya tho Buililer, 
never was that dis inction better bestow- 
ed than on Sir William Thompson, jjrcs- 
ident of tho Royal Society, on whom the 
British quoen lias just conferred tho title. 
The days-nro past when a man could say 
With Bacon : " I have taken all know- 
ledge to be my" province," nor is it now 
possible even to so take all ecienco, but 
Sir William Thompson may justly claim 
to have taken all physical acienco .as his 
province, and there are few who can rival 
him in any one branch of it. (io where 
you will, wo find traces of his restless ac- 
tivity. Every telegraph oflico is stocked 
with instruiheiits of his invention ; a large 
part of Loudon is lighted by dynamo ma- 
chines which are modifications of one of 
his, and in the tcstrooms of all tho instal- 
lations in tho world tho moat accurate in- 
struiiieiita are his also. Wo go to sea, 
and wo (ind the ineaiia of taking aound- 
inys without stoppmg the ship designed 
by Sir NVilliani .Thompson ; 'we,,arrive in 
port, and tind the height and timfe of the 
tides pretlicted by Sir William Thomp- 
son's tidal clock. Perhaps we aro inter- 
ested in questions of spoculativo science — 
the a;^e of tho earth, tho constitution of 
matter and tho size of its sillimato mole- 
cidea, tho oriLjin of life on the ear h und 
its probable duration ; none of thes^ ques- 
tions can be adequately discussed without 
mention of hia inmie, and on some of them 
he ia the only ■authoritj-. In collaboration 
with Prof. Tait he has written what is 
.joner.iUy accepted as tho lext-bofdt on 
natural philosophy, and sinno of the most 
hrilliant mathemiitical investigations we 
have over seen aro due W him. When 
tho history of science in tho nineteenth 
centu y comes to bo written three names 
'.vill sliind out ]ire-i!niiiient tlioseof l'';ir- 
aday, Darwin and Sir Williiim Thompson.

Waldcmar Otto, editor of tho G'ernian 
paper Artist, bus obtained a patent for a 
method to tamo and train wild animals 
by means of an electric whip. The cage 
has a nip.tallic floor connected with one 
polo of a sulUciently strong battery, while 
tho other polo, by .nieana of a wire, is 
connected with tho whi(), while its insul- 
ating handle has a button with which tho 
current can bo tried if desiriid. If, now, 
tho wild animal which has to bo educated 
allows obstinacy, the trainer presses the 
button, und this gives the animal an elec- 
tric shock at every contact of tlio whiji, 
of which tho severity ia rcgulited accord- 
ing to the requirements. If tho electric 
current is not needed the button is not 
pressed, and tho effect ol tho whip ia re- 
duced to that of un ordinary one.

A !iil, 000, 0000 DIAMOND CASE. 

The N'/.Jiu of Ilyderabaa LogfB His Suit 
Airaliiat a Dealer. 

The milliim dollar diamond case of the 
niz'un of Myderaba'l was decided in India 
about three weeks .ago, saya tho New 
York Sun. The case iiaa been tho talk 
of India, and, to a lessser extent, of 
England. It was decided against tho 
nlzeni. This distinguished potentate was 
beaten in tho courts by a humble though 
fauKUis dealer in geuia or bric-a-br<ic 
n.uned .lacol), who ia said to bo 
tho very person whom Marion 
Crawford iuunortalizcd under ■ tho 
name of Mr. Isaacs. Tho nivinn 
is Olio of tho greatest of all tho 
Indian potentates. His large territory, 
nearly two-thirds" ' the" sizo of Bengal, 
lies between tliO Madras and Bengal 
presidencies. Mo is noted for his friend- 
liness toward the Empress of India and 
her government, for the niagnificenco of 
Ilia jewelry, and for the lavish hospitali:y 
with which he . entertains diatihguishod 
guests. 

The nizam was ohb.^ of Mr.; Jacob's 
best customers. .Tncob is welcomed at 

every Indian court, for ho has high repu- 
tation as a dealer in tho costliest of 
jewels, and as a shrewd and indefatiga- 
ble bric-a-brac hunter. The ricli native 
pi inces have been among his best cus- 
tomers. Every year ho has visited Hy- 
der^ad. whero ho wos lodged and fed in 
ono of tho nizam'a palaces. During the 
trial .facob's counsel undertook to say 
that the gem merchant was on very 
friendly terms with the nizam. Ills 
highness, however, repudiated thia asser- 
tion anil drew an emphatic distinction 
between lodging a traveller and enter- 
taining a guest. Tho nizam said their 
relations were purely ciiumorci d and 
anything 1!';>; friendship lictwecn them 
was wdiolly out of the ([iiestion. 

Gno day, when the nizam waa in par- 
ticularly good humor, i\Ir. . I acid) hap- 
pened to rennrk that he could procure 
for him ono of the biggest and lineat 
diamonda in tho world for, 46 lakha of 
rupees. Perhaps thia does no't convey to 
all readers an i'lea of a very great sum of 
mono}'. The fact is, however, that 40 
lakhs of rupcos aro something over 
.?1, 000,000. The gom Mr. .lacob had 
in view would not bring anything like 
that sum in tho open market, but great 
liidi in potentates, with millions of tax- 
[Kiyora in iheir domains, may bo expect- 
ed to indulge some rather extravagant 
whims; and his liighiiesa t(dd tho dealer 
in gems that if ho would bring the ex- 
pensive baublo to him he would pay -10 
lakhs of rupees for it if it met his ap- 
proval, but that the gem was to bo re- 
turned if it did not please him. 

INlr. .lacol) seemed to agree to these 
teriiia. At the aamu time ho said 
he could not get tho stiuie from England 
tr lesa half tliea|)ecitiod purcliaseprice waa 
dejiositcd ilia bank in Calcutta. Tho niz- 
ainthoiight hia stipulation wasroaaonablo, 
and up-.vard of §500,000 was accordingly 
placed in tho Calcutta bank, subject to 
tho order of Mr. Jacob. 

Aa soon as tho owners of the gem re- 
ceived notice that the money had been 
deposited in Calcutta they forwarded the 
gem to India, where it waa duly handed 
over to Mr. .Tioob, who sot out in great 
hiistu fm- Ilyderbad, exiircting that he 
waa about to make a sale which wiuild 
[Hit a small fin tune into his own pocket. 
In this hope ho was disaiipointed. The 
nizam had chan'^od his mind. Ho had 
seen a model of tho diamond and it had 
not come up to his expectations. ' He had 
also been informed that tho sum asked 
for it waa absurdly in excess of its real 
value. A.uotlier important iiersonage 
had, moreover, liiipearcd on the aceiie. 
This was Sir Dennis Fitzpatrick, the 
B itiah resident, lie informed his liiu;h- 
ness very frankly that, in view of the 
fiiot that:the finanpea of ? Ilyderbad woro 
not ill flonrishirig condition, and that 
there was a ]n-ospect of a famine in tho 
nortlieni jiart of the state, it was a 
very bad time fm' the great ruler to put 
so much money into a wholly unproduc- 
tive investment. Ilia liii^hness siiid "no" 
with much cnipha.sis to Mr. Jacob. The 
dealer used all his blandisbmentB to in- 
duce the riizani to change Ins ihind, but 
in vain. The sale was oil'. 

Then Jlr. , lacob bog'Vii to talk of com- 
potiaatioii fm- tho expense he had in- 
curred and tho tnmblo ho had taken. 
He said ho waa entitled to .at least 
000. Thia claim waa not disputed, but 
1 ho niscani - delicately hinted that 
before the debt was paid tho 2.'3 
lakhs of rupees which had boon deposited 
in tho Calcutta bank should bo returned. 
Mr. .lacob did not show any alacrity 
about coiiiidying with this important part 
of tho operation, in fact, tho money 
waa not forthcoming at all, and his high- 
ness brought a criminal suit against tlfo 
dealer to I'ecovor it. This ])roceediiig 
was unsuccessful, and Mr. .lacob, up to 
thia writing, not only has the nizain's 
?500,000 but has also- triumphed over 
him in the courts. 

The tolegraphic reports do not opeak 
deiiuitcly of the grounds of the acquittal, 



All that is^yeb.^iraowli-is^ that the accused 
disclaimed all dishonest intentions and 

declared that ho hail jiaid to the owner of 
tho atoiio nearly the whole of tho 
amount. "It romaina to bo seen whether 
tho nizam has any prospect of recovering 
his in"iioy by any other procedure. 
, Tho court suggdatod in its decision that 
(i oiyil Buifc^migbt'lie'aga^^ Mr. Jacob 
for the recovery of the money. 

Ono curious feature of tho atTair ia the 
attitude of tho iiizani's subjects. When 
it became known throughout Ilyderbad 
that his highness inteiideil to give testi- 
mony before a commission nppoiiitod for 
that purposo tho poojilo were hiyhly in- 
dignant. They said it would be a humil- 
iation and a di grace to tho country for 
i's ruler to condescend to give testimony 
like an ordinary mortal. Therefore hia 
highness felt it his duty to issuo a pro- 
clamati on in which he set forth hiaground 
of action. 

tie said that in early days tho word of 
the nizam was law and superceded the 
dictum of any other tribunal. But in 
those good civilized times, ho - continued, 
this idea had" -boon righteously swept 
away. In tho course of India's progress 
law courts had been estiiblishod. These 
courts had been tho fount of justice, 
from which tho rich and poor, rulera and 
subjects, might alike e.xpeot to seo just 
claiina affirmed and wrongs punished. 
It was right and proper for tho ruler to 
appeal to these courts when he' had oc- 
casion, and to furnish all tho light ho 
could that would expedite tho course of 
justice. His jieople were wrong in be- 
lieving that it was any derogation of his 
dignity to give testimony in a law case. 

Although his highness has been de- 
feated in tho court to wdiich ho appealed, 
iio still retiuns his very high opinion of 
logal'tribuiials.

A MODERN HERO. 

E'Irenian .Vaughn, Uakes a Brtaee of His 
BoilV and Saves FlVe^lIveB. 

One instance of personal heroism among 
many .it tho Hotel Iloy.il fire is thus told 

in the Recorder : 

Fire 1 nsuraiice Patrol No li arrived at 
tho fire at the a.'imu time that engine No. 

the lirtt ap[)aratU3 due, came dashing 
up. iSergt. John U. Vaughn jiiinped oil' 
tho patrol waggon and rushed into <J02 
Sixth avenue. This ia a flat houso which 
adjoined the'burning hotel on the south. 
Vaughn heard loud cries for help as he 
was going up the stairs, IIo broke a wiii- 
tbiw on the tirst lloor and looked out. 
There was a nia:'i standing in the window 
on the third lloor of the hotel waving hia 
arms. He was enveloped in smoko and 
seemed to be about to jump. Vaughn 
yelled to him to hold on a niinuto and 
flow up the stairs to the third floor and 
into tho ajiartment of Simoon Berg, who 
was just going away with a bundle of 
valuable papers. Yaiighn called to him 
to drop tho papers and help save lives, 
and then knocked out the window sash 
nearest to the third lloor window of the 
hotel. 'The windows were too far apart 
for tho man to step by reaching Vaughn's 
hand, and tho man, who said that ho wis 
Mr. Phelps, one of the proprietors of the 
hotel, asked Vaughn to [;et a l idder and 
.savo Ids wife und child, who were in tho 
room screaming in terror. Vaughn saw 
that, they would bo lost before ho could 
got a ladder, bo ho straddled tho window 
sill in G92, with ono leg in the room, snd 
tho other outside. He then,direcitiBdrBorg 
to stand origins foot so as to' anchor him. 
With the other leg he reached as faras he 
was able, but could not touch the sill of 
the hotel w U'iow. There were some 
heavy electric cables close to the window, 
and VangliM, though he knew that he ran 
a risk of being shocked to death, twisted 
them around his leg and held it as cloau 
to tho window as possible, *5 Lot tho wo- 
man cmno hiSt," ho shou'cd. Airs. 
Phelps, ill her nij^htdress, was assisted to 
tho window sill by her husl)and,and thou 
Vaughn said to her: "Step on my leg 
and then spring into my arms." Jlrs. 
Pholpa waa timid antl the (lames were 
coming into tho room behind lier before 
she plucked up courago enough to make 
tho jump. She placed hor right foot on 
tho lireinan'a muacular leg, gave a spring 
and landed in his arms. Sho came near- 
ly falliiiir on the rebound, but Vaughn 
'^'ot a i^oiid grip on herand tossed her into 
the window. Tho boy came next. He 
was only 7 years old, but he was a l)ravo 
lad and inado tho jump without llincliing. 
Vaughn caught him and landed him safely 
in the room. There was tt terrible strain 
on Vaughn's bidyduu to tho position 
that ho was in, but he twisted the cables 
tighter around his leg when Mr. Plielpa 
came to tho window. Mr. IMielps weiylis 
more than two hundred pounds, and there 
was a chance that ho might fali to tho 
street.- Vaughn clutched with his right 
hand the. woodwork of tho window and 
then told IMr. Phelps to jump. It was 
an awfid strain on tho pliicl;y fireman 
when i^lr. Phclpa stopped on his log 1 1 
make the leaji, and ^'auL;hl^s hand slip 
ped from tho woodivorii, but ho waa held 
i)y tho anchorage of Berg on his foot and 
kept from falling. Mr. Phelps lauded in 
Vaughn's arms. The fireman said after- 
ward that he thought every muscle and 
bono in his body hail been broken. It 
was doubtful whether he could throw Mr. 
Phelps into tho room, but he gave one 
heroic ofl'ort and pushed him over the sill. 
Thou Vaughn thought that hia work was 
all over and let go Iho wires, but another 
face n])poared'>at the, winduw— that ,of a 
young man who hsd been a porter in tho 
hotel. Vaughn got back on the window 
sill and helped this man out of danger 
just as ho had helped the others. 

"- Vaughn wasiyery stifi and sore, but he 
rushed to the'roOf of 692 Sixth avenue, 
and from there saw a man clinging to a 
rear window on the top lloor of tho hotel, 
close to 70 West 40th street, tho house of 
Dr. Wolla. Vauglin jumped to the roof 
of Dr. Wells's house, where ho met Pa- 
trolinon Fisher, Stokoa, Maine and Lieut. 
McCarthy^' of Patrol -S, coming down 
8' airs and oillod oil them to assist in sav- 
ing (he man, who was crying loudly for 
aasiataiico. It was impoasiblo to reach 
tho man from the roof by leaning over, 
but Vaughn devised a monns to savo him. 

H directed hia comrades to hold him by 
the heels and lower him to the window bo 
that he could got hold of tho man. They 
did as ho told them to do. 

Vaughn got a good grip under the man's 
arms and the firemen pulled them both 
up. Tlio stranger said hia name was 
Knajip. He was taken to tho oflico of 
Dr. Simpson at 98 West '10th street and 
afterward to Bellovuo hospital.

The American Chosterfield Ward Mc- 
Alistcr lectures the American public on 
good manners i'l the Now York World, 
lie saya amiio things that are well worth 
considering. Thia about siinplicity for 
instance ; — Wo Americans don't suilloicnt- 
ly appreciate and cultivate thia simpli- 
city. We aro given to exaggeration in 
most thini;s. iMore particularly in our 
conversation. Ennlishnieii in talking use 
the simple Anglo-Saxon words as much 
as thoy can, whereas in our talking we 
use more than those words derived from 
Latin and Greek. Thia gives us a little 
of a bohibas6ic style, partiouliirly. in' the 
South. As tho Korth'erner observes this 
characteristic at the South, 80 does' the 
Englishman criticise this peculiarity when 
ho comes here. 

Much discussion has arisen of comiiar- 
ativo elegance of tho English or French 
habit of leaving tho dining-room after a 
ladies' dinner. The English simply irise 
from their seats, whilo theladies alone 
leave tlio dining-room. On tho other 
hand, tho French have the fashion (which 
1V0 have ado|)ted) of accimpanying tho 
ladies to the drawing-room and retuining 
to their cigars. At lirat view tho latter 
npp-ars to us most gallent, but it is not. 
Fur a Frenchman then feels.be has bidden 
adieu t'o h'a hostess 'and the ladies, and 
13 freo to leave tho house at hia pleasure 
without returning to the saltui, while tho 
l']ngliahman, after smoking, feels that he 
must again join the ladies and take a 
formal leave of hia hostess. 

In the summer of 181(), when at New- 
port liotel'life-was the fashion, a diatin- 
guished member of Now York Society, on 
seeing her op[)osito neighbor help him- 
self to butter with his (iwn knife, at once 
said aloud to her waiter : "(Jive thatgen- 
tleman the butter-knife." Tho man 
Ijolitely bowed his tlinnks, but ho took 
ids roveiigo tho next tlay. Fm' w hen he 
S'lw thia lady helping herself to sugar 
with her fingers, ho promptly called the 
waiter and requested him to "Hand that 
lady the sugar tongs." 

Ward Me.\lister prefers French man- 
ners to American and also old fashions 
to modern ways. Ho saya : — 

Tho courtesy of a French grand dame 
is inimitable. As you approach hor she 
li erally sinks to earth. It ia the most 
impressive and deferential mode of greet- 
ing known to society. There is too much 
condescension in it to make it acceptable 
to us. For all this it is none the leas im- 
posing. I's eft'ect on tho American is 
wonderful, for it evidences a degree of 
elegance quite unknown to our country. 

(ino's social starting point should be 
couttosy of manner even to condescension 
when you are a host or hostess. Your 
aim should bu to impress your guests 
with tho idei that they aro honoring you 
with their presence. Tho best school for 
a young woman or man in which to ac- 
(juire mannera is a Frouch sidon ; as we 
Siing of old, in our nUraory rhymes, "We 
wont to France to loiirh to' dance." 

A French gentleman ia' so polito that 
when ho even enters a shop he raises his 
hat. How instructive to us, who gener- 
ally go through life jostling each other as 
we pass, and grunting at our own dis- 
pleiisure. How littlj our women know 
of tho value of a pleasant recognition 
given in passing ;,a^leaBaht, sunny smile 
can be likened to "a soft word turning 
awaj' wrath." The old word "courtly" 
may bu abaoletc, but it is desirable that 
it should be now revived here. 

Fifty years ago courte.sj' and poli enoss 
were the fashion. A rough manner was 
not tolerated. A man - had a right to 
exact of you a pleasant 8aluation,'and' if 
not given he demanded tho cauio. As 
duelling was then in vogue, rough speech 
and rough nnnner brought at times dis- 
agreeablu eiuiseiiuenoes. Politeiieas was 
enforced by this school of discipline, but 
apart from this men then pridetl them- 
selves on being gentloniu i in both speech 
and inanner; all this iiiculc itod great re- 
spect for ago, to which youth always gave 
way. But now, in tho practical age in 
which wo live, tho great end and object 
appears to bo economy of time, to servo 
uut to one's friends homoeopatiiic doses 
of politeness and'Cpurtosy.

Iii- 
Htead of holding them under their arm- 
pits they waved thom in tho air, and, of 
course, theywere easier to. guard against 
like that. ITIie irifan were itiad, sir. Thoy 
never seoniod td tliink of tho tromondfius 
odds against them, 'or of the frightful 
caruago that had taken jilace in their 
ranks in tho 'imirso of that lorg desperate 
ride. They dashed in among us, shou'- 
ing, cheering, and cursing. I never saw 
anything like it.

(Sitka A'askan.^Jan. lu.) 
O.i Weihiesday last, at' libout 1 p. ni., 
a number of largo canoes woro seen from 
tho wharf Hearing tho iinior harbor. 
Suddenly tho Indian village showed great 
excitement, tho men armed themselves 
with guns, swoarda and clubs and then as- 
sembled in a chirf's lioiiBe, wliere they 
reiniiiiied until tho ten caiioea had noared 
tho beach, all abreast and in close 
order. Tho Sitkans tlion, all armed and 
'shouting lus ily, ran toward the place, 
ivlioro the strangers seemod to bo iutenb 
upon landing. After a long parley, aa 
oxchange of two hostages -fronieither sid»' 
subsequently took place. The hostages 
aro named in Tlinkit "knoali kaii," inof- 
fensive like deer, and aro mado invoil- 
ablc by the strewing of white eagle down 
over the r heads. The Btraiige canoes 
were found to hail from Hooiiah, wlitrc 
to use tho native expression, "when the 
salnipn was cntering'the 'Btreara'8i'' iri-th& 
early part of last summer, a member of 
the kokwatan clan had accidently shot a 
boy, while alarmed through some unus- 
ual noise near camp, which it waa thought 
was mado by a bear. As the kokwabans 
aro uunioroualy roi)resentcd at Sitka, and 
as the entire clan, under the native cus- 
tom, is. responsible fpr the ''payment of 
tho indemnification due- for the loss of tho 
boy's life, the Hoonah Iniliam camo hero 
to demand the payment of their claim, 
which was settled by tho handing over, 
on the part of the Sitka kokwataiia, of 
200 blankets, tlio time honored native 
currency. Tho wlnde matter had been 
previously arranged, and the warlike 
demonstration of the Sitkans was, it ap- 
pears, a matter of traditional form. 
Yesterday, in addition to the payment of 
the blankets, a peace potlatch was ten- 
dered tho poonah claimants, and the vis- 
itors will start for hom'e to-day rejoicing.

The Masses Kept Uoiistautly iua State 
of Senii Starvatiou Through 
Kxeessiya Taxation. . 



Count Tolstoi, a Ru?itth''libbiemaii of 
great ability; but of doinocratio tendencies, 
■.has/devotod. bimaolf to the relief of the 
siiffdrers by ttid Russian famine. Part of 

■liis aohemo is to oiilist the sympivtliy of 
foreign n.itioiia in tlio great cause. To 
effect tliis ho lias written letters to the 
great iliii'y p.ipors both in Europe am\ 
Aiiiorica. The following is an extract 
from one tliiit appaurcd in a re.oont issue 
of the Now York Wurld : 

Now, nro we, the privileged classes, not 
Jonling with the working people in pre- 
cisely the W!vy in which those chililruo 
deivlt with the linmo timt ciu-riod them, 
goiiding them, Inshiiig them, hurrying 
them forw.-\rd, for^'otfiil of their niiliu'u 
and licedk'ss of iheir needs? And when 
tlso children, rcfiiaing to leave their pLiccs 
in the cart, endeavored to feed tlio hoiao 
in full gallop, were they a whit more un- 
reasonable than are we, the upper classes, 
rwho.fcry-to feed the people grown hungry 
•and exhausted and unable to cany ua any 
. further, without clianging one iota in our 
■relations to them I \Vo suggest and test 
every meana conceivable of attauiing the 
end, except tiie only necessary and efiec- 
..fcual one proposed by our intellects and 
■approved by our hearts, viz., to cease 
...from goading and lashing the hunmn 
horse, for whose sad condition wo profess 
to feel conijiassioii. 

The pet)])lo are hungry and exhausted, 
tind wo, the upjicr classes, are very niuol 
concerned thereat and would gladly 
stretch out a helping hand to toaouo them. 
With this object we appoint committees, 
take an active part in their sittings, col- 
lect and subscribe ni' ney and purchase 
corn and distribute it to the destitute 
But why are the j) ;oplo luingiy ! Is it so 
very diilicult to understand the causo '/ 
Slust we need caknnniate them grossly, 
as many do who hold that they are poor 
because lazy and intemperate, or deceive 
ourselves as do others, who maintain tii it 
the poverty of the people is owing to their 
not yet having ussiuiilated our high men- 
tj»l culture ; but that wo shall begin to- 
morrjw to initialo tliem into all the se- 
crets of this saving wLsdom, withholding 
no particle thereof, mul thenceforth they 
will brighten up and be liuiigi-y no more. 
And that in view of this, thero is no rea- 
son why wo should feel ashamed of sitting 
astride the people's neck and urging thoui 
<mward ami ever onwaid — it is 'all for 
their own good that wo do it. 

Why do wo' tliiiM mtist on tailing a 
farthing candle (o lo k for the sun in the 
broad daylight when his biilliancy is so 
evident to all, and especially to the pen 
pie on whose neck wo are riding comfort 
•ably forward ? None bu.- children can be 
'excused for imagining that it is not the 
horse on which they are astride that oar- 
ries them, but they themselves who gal 
lop and bonotl by moans of a few flotii islies 
of a whip ; but grown-up persons like our- 
-selves should, bo ashamed not to know 
•why it ia that the people are hungry.

The people are hungry because we are 
;sldek and fed to satiety. And to us Uus- 
;;siaas . this fact ought to bo particularly 
•clearnnd iiitclligible. Coinm'ercial nations 

like tlio English, who draw their Euiilen- 
ance from i heir cjlo:iies, can contrive to 
get al(<ng without discovering this, for the 
prospei ity uf the rich in sucli coinnuuiit- 
ies does not directly depend on the con- 
dition of their working classes. But 
with us ill is otherwise. In Russia the 
bond of union between the classes and the 
masses is so direct, it is so ( bvious tliat 
our wealth is the result of their poverty 
or their puverly the direct conseqnuiice 
-of our riches, that tlio most obtuse among 

■ us cannot possibly fail to see why it is 
that the people are hungry, v 
V And could any people be other than 
hungry, who are condemned to 
undergo the trials which our peo- 
ple endure ; who while paying heavy 
taxes out of all jiroportioii to their means, 
wi'li in.suHioient land to till, and in spite 
of the isolatic>n that c indnces to w ildness 
and barbarism, are forced to perform li 
Heroulean labor, the fruits of which wo 
oonsume iii the shape of plenty niid com- 
fort nod amuHoment? All the jialaces, 
theatres and nuiseunis in tho capitals, 
cities and ])roviiicial centres in the empire, 
all the treasures, p igeants and curios that 
till them, are they not all the w(jik of the 
han'Js of this same hunger-stricken people 
who iiroduce these tlungs — worthless to 
them — solely because tlit y contrive tlioro- 
by to live ; that is, not to live as wo uu 
■dorstand living, but to stave off death by 
hunger who Bland eternally menacing 
them at their open doors ? Such is the 
lob of the people to-day. Such it was 
yesterday ; even fcuch lilty years sigo. 

The masses are always kept by ns in a 
state of semi-starvation. This is our fav 
orito and only method for compelling 
ithcm to bend their necks and slave for 
us.' This year of grace tho semi-starva- 
tion has gcnie just a little too far. I'ut it 
is only the (ixtra strain of the bad harvest 
that enables us to Rec tiic ))0Hsibility of 
the col d snapping asunder anil dislui hin 
the lulling liarniuiiy which has such 
uhurms for us, And it is merely to ro 
anovo this extra pressure that we ore con- 
corned. But it must not bo supposed 
that anything now ol' unexpected has oc- 

■ curred iliis year. Abs lutoly nothing. 
•Wo are jogging along in just the saino 
"way as last yo^r and every other year 
that wont before. Under those circum- 
stances it ought to be very easy for us tcj 
discover w'ly the people are hungry, and, 
knowing why they are luiiigry, e(|ually 
easy to devise a way of feeding them. 

Tho pniieipal way is to abstain from 
greedily devouring everything they poa- 
.aess and produce. 

A. rAllAIJ-EI- CASK. 

The anxiety of the classes to succor the 
■masses during this year of famine bears a 
vory strong roseinblanco to tho asjiiration 
of the founders ot tho Rod Cross Suciely 
to relievo iha suirorings of tho wounded 
in time of war. All the energy of one 
.^oup of men in war timo is dirootod to 



one end — murder. And this species of 
.-.otivity is held to bo per!"octly normal ; 
but, as a sot-off to this, another kind of 
activity ia advocated and provided for, 
namely, tho healing of those who are un- 
dergoing the process of being butchered. 
All this ia meet and projier so long na the 
business of war and the work of system- 
atically devouring the substance and ex- 
hausting the atrength of tho people lire 
considered normal. But no longer. The 
instant we turn round and say that we 
fu 1 pity for tho men who are being mas- 
sacred in war, and yearn for the fellow- 
creaturoa who are dying of ■ hunger, we 
cannot fail to see that it would bo nuuh 
simpler to cease altogether from butcher- 
ing men and from devising w.ays and 
means of healing tliem ; just as wec uiiiot 
fail to see that it would be far simpler to 
desist altogether from ruining tho people 
by ravenously eating up all that they have 
and produce than to interrupt tlfe destruc- 
tive -ivork for an instalit in orcle'r to look 
up, drav.' a long faoo'aiiii protest that we 
are only desirous of contributing to their 
welfare. 

For the last thirty years it has boon tho 
fashion among almost all niouibors of so- 
called society to priifess a strong all'eetion 
for the masses — for their •' younger broth- 
er," as they caressingly call them. Dur- 
ing all that time these elder brethren 
have never ceased to assure themselves 
and others that i hey are actuated in all 
that they do or leave undoiio by a devour- 
ing zeal for the welfare of the masses, a 
zeal which they liavo manifested mainly 
by vilijjeiiding others for alleged lack of 
sympathy for their younger brother. 
" For thirty long years 1 have been abus- 
ing my colleagues and friends for tlieir 
cruel coldness and indifference to the 
masses ; what stronger proof is wanted ol 
my own love for them ?" But all these 
professions and assurances are lies. Our 
socio y lias not shown tho faintest trace 
of love for the people in all its being and 
doing, and what is still more, it has not 
and cannot; feel any. 

THK ON'LY DO.Vl) Ol^ ONION. 

Between the man who moves in our 
wealthy circles, the gentleman who we.ir 
fmo linjii an I st irchod shirts, tho tashino 
vnik, the land owner, the merchant prince, 
the ollicer, the scholar, tho artist and the 
moosliik there is no otlior bond of union, 
no other rolation, go d bad or iiulilFeront, 
but this one : that the ini>ii.sltil: , and not 
merely this or that iLdividual peasant, but 
all tho mouskih's without exception, are 
workmen, mere hands, as Englishmen ex 
pressiv.ely term them, which we require 
to work fur us. It is impossible to blink 
(U- conceal a fact so evident and so univer- 
sally known as this is. 

'iiie interests of each and every oiio of 
us, in tho higher spheres of society, 
whether these interests bo of a soientilic. 
official, artistic or domestic nature, are all 
uf a kindnvhich havo n<jthtng whatever in 
common with the life of the people. The 
masses do not understand the elassus, and 
tho classes, although tliey llii-ter theiu 
selves that they thoroughly understand 
their younger brother, du imt and caiiiiol 
comprehend his living and striving. 

Why attempt to conceal what we all 
know so well, that between us, the lords 
and master.^, and them, mooshih.i, there is 
a gulf as wid.r u it is deep ? On the one 
b.ink stall'' :i ist )rs, on the otiier slaves 
Those 111!' lionoreii and respected, these 
scorned and trodden on, ami this is the 
only nexuj between tlieni. Tho masters 
never take wives to thomselvos from 
among the daughters of the muufliils, 
neither do thoy over give their daughters 
ill marriage to any member of the con- 
demned c.asle. Tho masters tiover greet 
or meet with a mooshik on a footing of 
goodfellowship or oven as ac(|uairitauce3 ; 
never eat together with hiiu at the same 
table, nor sit down with him si io by side; 
masters address their workmen contemjit- 
uously as " thou" and "thee," while no 
workiiigiiien would dare to employ any 
less respectful personal pr noun to his 
master than "you." Tho former arc 
freely admitted to all the so-called " ol an 
places" in restaurants and other public 
establishments, oni placed in the front 
rows ill churches and cathedrals ; while 
the latter are rigorously excluded there- 
from, and, if they should appear there by 
mistake or otherwise, ard| taken by the 
back of tho neck and ejected. These are 
flogged for various inisdenieaners or ru- 
mors of misdemeanors— those are never 
subjected to tho indi'.'iiity of il"gging fm^ 
any crinio, liov/cver heinous. In a word, 
it is evident that we have to do with two 
dilferent castes which mutually repel each 
other ; and although it is not absolutely 
impossible to rise from the lower to the 
higher caste, the rites and ceremonies re 
qui.site are many and complicated, and 
until they have been fulfilled to the 
letter tho separation between the two 
castes is complete, and between master 
and mo'jslti'c there is no more in common 
than between kslritrya and pariah. 
A nrr ok cynicism. 

Voltairo once assorted that if it were 
possible, by pressing a button in Paris, \ l 
slay a mandarin in China, very few Pari- 
sians would deprive themselve^ of thi.- 
pleasuro. 

Why not BOO things as Ihoy really are, 
and state them as we see them / If by 
jirosaing a button in IMo.seou' or .St. Peters- 
burg it were possible to idll a iiiuoiliil: in 
Mamadyshy or T:!arevokol;shai.'jk witlii/uL 
exposing tho slayer to the danger uf being 
discovored, I honestly believe _ that there 
are but few peojile in our circles who 
would abstiiiu froiii pressing that fatal 
button, if touching it would all'oid tliem 
even the nio.-it transient gleam of eatisfae- 
tion. 1 make this deliberate htatement, 
not from a desire to say unpleasant things 
of tho members of tho wealthy class of 
Russians, to which I belong, but simply 
and solely becauso t foel and know wliat 
I say is true. We need not go far in 
search of the proof. It is to be found in 
Uussian life in all its i)liase8 and develop- 
ments, ill the events that t ike [ilace and 
tlio feats that are achieved throughout the 
length and breadth of tho Emiiire. TKhm, 
yearly and monthly and weekly and daily 
wealthy Russians keep on pressing the 
deatli b^attoii in Moscow and Petersburg 
and KieH'and Odessa, not only withou 
hesitation but without cease ; and their 
motive is not even the pleasure of iier- 
foriniiig an interostiiig experiment which, 
though cruel, would bu inlulligible, but a 
grovuUihg'dosife to gain ondj fur lees cle- 
vato'l and aorioua.

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One of the most remarkable and terrible.ever fought. • The army of the general whose previous successes 
had terrified Europe was posted along the ascent with Hougoumont, and the general himself had taken up his- 
stand in a farm house called the "Belle Altiancet" The opposing forces were extended over an elevation in liic 
Charleroi Road abont two miles from the little village in Belgium which gave its name to the battle.

It w.as betwecn'eleven and twelve o'clock on Sunday the iSth of June, 1S15, that tlic actual engagement 
began. The action opened with a brisk cannon.ade on the house and wood of llouiioumont which -.vere held by 
the troops of N.assau. The contest continued here all day with terrible fury, but without lx;ing able to expel the 
who, aUhough the building had been set on fire, maintained their post amid the flames. Fright- 
ful slaughter and great loss ensued. Terrific and resolute attacks v.'ere made by tlie cavalry on

^ sweep the old guards before them exclaimed : 

"All is lost for the present," and rode from the field. The battle was over.

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EUCALYPTUS OIL. 

It la thn Lfltest Groz^ In Iinndon— Consiaereil 
a Spcciflo for Iii Orip— InirodnccU by the 
Princess of Wales and Now U«ed by All 

OlBBSeB. 

The fnct that the eucalyptus tree pos- 
sesses Viihiablo mediciuul properties lian 
long been kiiuwn in Aiistialia and on ihis 
eoaat. A decoction of Liio lender leaves 
is splendid cure fur throat troulilea, while 

. tho essential oil is used successfully for 
rlieuniatism and many other ailuierits. 
It appears by the following dispatch ihat 
the valuable medicinal properties of this 

'tree, which is found only in Califon ia on 
this continent, are becoming widely 
known : 

A special cablegram to the \V(jrld from 
London tells how the English nub-lity 
and populace generally were saturating 
everything with eucalypus oil. The 
atmosphoro of London is said to bo reek- 
ing with the pungent odor. Women per- 
fume their handkerchiefs witli it, spray 
it upon the coats of their escorts, smell it 
in church, and at thn theatre. In short, 
London has a euoalyptical epidemic worse 
than the influuiiza it is uoed to prevent 

The fad was introduced by royalty it- 
self. When the late Duke of ('larence 
was ill his mother, the Princess of W.des, 
and her daughters carried vinmgrettes 
' with eucalyptus oil into tlio sick roimi. 
That fact was made ))ub!ic, and every- 
body, from the nobil ty to the cubnum 
and the '"bobby," began to perfume 
themselves with the oil. 

Some day it may strike New York, or, 
at least the iingloinuniac section (f it. 
Physicians say, however, that the grip is 
on the decrease, and the dreaded visita- 
tion of the turpentiniah odor may be 
postponed until next yr.i-. 

Australia and 'rasumnia used to have 
almost a monopoly of the eucalyptus, but 
iis viitues .-is a disinfectant in malarial 
districts c.iused the trees to bj trans- 
planted in other countries, and already 
there are enough in this country to- sup- 
ply almost any demand. Alameda 
cuuit'y, Cal., lias a forest of the trees. 
[Tiicreare nidliuns of the eucalyptus ti'ees 
all over California. — En.] England'.s 
chief supjily ciuues from Australia -ai d 
Algeria. A few years ago t!ie low coun- 
try around Rome, Itiily, was planted wit.h 
-eucalyptus trees, and hundreds of (Aher 
localities have forests of tlio anli zymotic 
growth to provide oceans of oil for fad- 
dists. The Londoners are using it every- 
where and in everything. Sweet-toi>tlied 
girls drop theoiloii their carameb and bon- 
bons, and old maids use nothing else in 
their smelling buttles. 

London noa rils are now said to be 
paint-proof. The oil smells like turpen- 
tine, and on goii g into a crowd one is 
impressed one with the idea that 
ho is in the midst of a tin-|)en- 
tino orchard or a p lint shop with all the 
cans opened. The Princess of Wales is 
responsibiB, but tlio English people point 
to the pliarma'copcoia for their e.xcuso. 

According to the United States dispen- 
satory, tlio sanitaiy properties of tho oil 
• of euc-ilyptua, or eleum eucalypti, are 
well established. It is distilled trciiii the 
luftvea of tho eucalyptus tree, of which 
there are over 1^5 described by botanists. 
It is a coloi'/ess or very pale yellowish 
liquid, having tt oharacteristic aromatic 
odor, a pungent, Spicy and cooling tusto 
and a ueutral reaction. 'The taste 



is not plea-'ant, any more than turpentine 
i.s, and for that reason it is ordinarily put 
up into capsules. London, though, lakes 
it anyway since it is the fad. 

The eucaly[)tus globulus, from tho 
leaves of which tho oil is chiefly distilled, 
grow to be as high as 3U0 feet. The 
leaves are,a glaucous-white or a bluish- 
creen coIor,-and sometimes are a foot 
long. Miasmatic localities have been 
matlo healthy by tho platning of these 
trees, tho leaves of which absorb the 
moisture from the swamps and evaporate 
it quickly. Tho volatile oil in the leaves 
also has it cflect in dissipating zymotic 
conditions. As a stimulating narcotic 
tho oil of eucalyptus has been used with 
success in niiu'raine and other forms of 
neuralgia to which aristocratic and hitch- 
ly senstaivo organisuis are prone. Cii^ar- 
ettcs are made from the dried leaves, and 
if the London fad is evej' adojjted hero 
eucalyptus cigarettes will seriously 
threaten all the known brands. None 
are on the market now. 



Bloncjr First. 

For a successful marriage in Germany 
(says a Berlin correspondent of a New 
York journal), two things arc essential — 
a groom with a sufficient salary and the 
certainty of a pension in his old ago, and 
a bride with a complete sot of furniture 
and a respectable bank account. Tho 
consent and tho co-opeoatioii of the par- 
ents for tho sake of getting "nood condi- 
tions'' for their sons and daughters are 
re(iiiircd alsu. For tlio poor i;irl the 
cluiiices of niarriago arc Jiractically nit 
She moy bo handsome and virtuous, of 
angelic disposition, but if she have nou 
tho wlierewithal she is doomed to sin 
bhisscdiiess. Tho competition of gills 
with money is too niuuh for lier, fur it 
must bo remembered that man is not 
only lord but tho tyrant of creation and 
soei> ty in (Jormany. lie may be poor 
and yet stand a very good chance of get- 
ting a wife with money. The furtune of 
tho wsfo cnrrespoiids always with the sal- 
ary of the husband. Ic woold bo easy lo 
draw up a list <jf prices at wliii:h the 
males may bo bought. An "adjmiki," 
for instance — a siu't of first clork'in Ihe 
railway ollice;; — draws a salary of (juo 
hundred and ten marks, or about twenty- 
stiven dollars a month. If he be sensible, 
ho will not let himself go for less than 
two thousand niarlis, or five hundred dol- 
lars. If ho knows enough lo wait, his 
value iiicreiiHi's, and if be attains the rank 
of "expeilitiir" — a sort of boss of a rail- 
way-station— he can eoininaiid from live 
th •usai'd to ten thousand maiks, or 
twelve hundred and fifty to two thousand 
five liundred dollars. It may be said 
that tho salary of tho niarriageablo male 
represents about thirty per cent, of the 
dower of the would-be wife. .An exce[)- 
tion must bo made in tho case of military 
oflicers, who are the moat liigli-prici;d of 
all inarriagoablo possibilities of tlio male 
persuasion. Tho merest lieutenant, with 
n salary that would bo refused ilidigiian - 
ly by an American policonian, is the 
cyniisuroof liuiidroda of beaulifiil eyes, 
v,-iili thousands of marks behind them.

It has boon said that tho Times has lost 
its old commanding position in Euglisli 
journalism. 1 cannot say that 1 agree. 
It is true that the Times no longer stands 
alone. To day, as has been said, it is 
only p)-iinu,i intfr pares. Neither can it 
lie said lo piissess the dominant and al- 
most arrogant force, the capacity for deal- 
ing blows, that fell as from a Nasniylh 
hammer at personalities and policies, 
which it possessed when Uelanc breathed 
into it his masterful intluunce, or when 
Edward SterUug played for it tho part of 
a kind of embodied Time Spirit. lint tho 
Times is still uniiiuo among newspiipors. 
Ahnie among the press il has jjreserved 
tho old "cock-sure" note that Coljbett 
made his own. Alone among nowsiiaiiers 
it consistently represents iho more cul- 
tured side of journalism, the permanent 
intereaffi of aciouco, art, literature, and 
research, while others are compelled to 
gather mainly the froth and foam that 
flies from the main current of national 
and European life. Its foreign corres- 
pondence is still unrivalled, and its iiiflu 
enco in foreign courts and diplomatic cir- 
cles is as strong as ever. Tho Times fol- 
lows tho travelled Englishman every- 
where, and, as a consequence, its hotel 
circulati(ui must bo larger than that of 
any other paper. Its ideals are iKjt pnr- 
liaps tlio highest, but tlioy arc steadily 
puisued. Other newspapers mirror nioro 
(lerfectly tho tendencies of tho age, but 
tho Times still stands the most conspicu- 
ous representative of the meohanical and 
material greatness of England, her capa- 
cily for organijation, luu- thoroughness of 
<jf nieihod, her steady concentration of 
luirpose. — Leisuro Hour.

Ten Ncwspaiicrs Kstabllslipd Uiulor the Shah's 
Iiistriicdoiis. 

Although Journalism in Persia has 
made many advances during tho last few- 
years, its progress is still hampered by 
numerous restrictions. During tho last 
visit of tho Shah to Europe nutliing ini- 
])ressed him more, according to Persian 
reports, than tho dovoti(jn of Parisian 
cabmen to their niorr.ing papers. This 
devotion, it is said, led him to csbi.blish a 
luiuistiy of tho press uprm his return to 
his doniii.ions, and to place at his head 
Mohammed Doybet, the Persian histor- 
ian. Under his sway ton newspapers 
Invo been established. The Star, tho 
Lion and tbo Iran givo up their space en- 
tirely to news from the interior parts of 
I'orsia. E:ich arliclo or dispatch, how- 
over, invariably begins with tlie following 
words ; "Thanks fur the care and justice 
exercised by the Goveriiiiieiit in this pro- 
vince, the country is in a forluuato con- 
dition, and tho people, who jiray contin- 
ually fiu- his Blajesly, areluippy." After 
that flattering iutruduciioii, which does 
liouor to the Persiiin ecus r, the narra- 
tion of tho particular incident follows. In 
Teheran and Ispahan there aro threo pa- 
pers devoted to the publication of for- 
(iign news. An illustrated, paper, the 
Sclioro, often contiiins portraits of Pei*- 
sittli and European celebrities. 

An Obsllualc Veteran. 

During the War of tho Rebellion, on 
eccentric colonel, an expert at political 

stuinp-sdeaking but a novice in military 
matters, led, with a big umbrella over his 
head, his reuiment to tho attack. The 
brigade general, knowing that tho ctm- 
sp'cuous mark would draw fire, remarked 
to his aide : "Look nb that old fool now. 
Go and tell him to put that umbrella 
down," When the order was delivered, 
the colonel replied : "'Tell the general 
that I will not lower the umbrella."

For tho third timo 
the aide galloped to him wilh a peremp- 
tory message, \vliereu]ion tho indignant 
colonel answered, slowly and frigidly ; "1 
will lower tho umbrella ; but toll General 
Rodea it's a d — d outrage." It was lnw- 
orcd, riddled with bullet-holoa, and tho 
aide who carried tho order had his arm 
shot away.

A business" ihan"* writes "to" "Eleanor 
Kirk's Idoii" that tho brainy woman, 
trained to her work, is fully as capable 
aa tho brainj- man with tho same train- 
ing, and is more reliable than ho from 
tho fact that she never goes out to take 
a drink. Ho calls attention, however, 
to tho ono great wrong and ovil in tho 
Ci'iso of wonion in business. It is that 
woinon do not got equal pay with mon 
for equal work. As an instanuo ia men- 
tioned the case of the two women train 
dispatchers w^ho have lately attracted so 
much notice on iiccount of their I'emark- 
able cleverness, lie declares that tlicso 
two women, remarltablo as they aro, 
do not reciivo Iho wages that men 
would get for the same work. 1 wish 
women ^vould consider ficrionsly tho 
v.Tong they inflict on both men and 
women by consenting to do certain work 
for less compensation than men would 
receive for the same labor. They bring 
down the scale of v.'ages througliout 
that occupation, make it harder than 
ever for mon in the same cmployiuent to 
support their fiimilies, and naturally get 
the ill will of ynch mon, who accordingly 
try to drive them out of this industry. 
Wor.so than all, they cheaiion and de- 
grade tho services of I heir whole sex 
and strengthen that vile old supersti- 
tion that a woman's work is less valu- 
able than a man's. I would rather do 
housework or washing and ironing for a 
living than to engage in any occupation, 
however profitahle, where I received less 
p.iy than a man .vonld get in the same 
[ilace. If some resolute women and 
girls would take such a stand for wtigos 
and stick to it that disparity of pay be- 
tween tho se.ves wonhl speedily disap- 
pear like tho relic of barliarisin it is. 

When a man hasj made money and 
bought himself ii high official place, and 
his wife, a stupid woman with no moro 
brains than a turk-ey, sets herself upon a 
pedestal and .sneers at woman suffragists 
itnd professional women, it makes me so 
weary that 1 long to fly away to bo at 
rest. 

I believe that n.ioro men than wonacn 
go in for woman suffrage, though 1 don't 
know bow it would be if it caino to the 
scratch and they were forced to vote on 
tho question in a legislature. 

It is in California of course, Pomona, 
Cal., wiioro two ministers, husband and 
wife, lie vs. Leslie W. and Lila Frost 
yprague, have been installed as joint 
pastors of a Unitarian church.

Undonbtedly the liberal action of the 
Medico-Legal society has had a favor- 
able iiifluonco for our sos, especially in 
New»y.ork citj*. which yet looks none 
too kindly on professional" women. 

In Now York city women school prin- 
cipals get ijl .000 a year, Mon occupy- 
ing tho same iiosition receive .$3,000 a 
year.' Jnst us long as women will pntnp 
with this sort of tiling tln^y will havo to 
do so, and as long as they will [lut up 
v.itli it tlipy arc not worth a cent more. 
Boards of education and employers gen- 
erally will never invite women to re- 
ceive the Bumo salaries as men. Woman 
or man who will cnduro injustice tind 
ill trt'atment deserves all he or she gets, 
and moro too. TluM'e is an old mystical 
saying wliicli runs tbusi "Tho Idiig- 
(loiii t>f heaven iiir.st be talien by vio- 
lence" yho tlnit hath nndei^itanding 
let her ponder it. Yioleiico does not. 
Iiowevor, necessarily moan rash and 
foolish action.
